Q Yesterday you testified that an edecution was performed, 
of a Polish woman. Was ',olf present there? 

A Yes. 

Q .'.hen did that execition tike place? 

A That execution took place in October, November. Titers were

PRESIDENT: The court would like to have the dates verified 
there in the testimony of the witness.

Q A esterday you said you could only see the heads of the person*

A That was when I was in cell f25 and 26 while the executions 
took place on the coal pile in front of the cell. 

Q didn't all executions t^ke place in the barracks during the 
tiins during which Aolf participated in then? 

A No, the barrack was not built yet. The barrack was built 
under the authority of Haubold during the absence of Volf, During 
the presence of holf there was only a roof and only a small partition 
which masked the protection against bullets. 

Q One further question, in behalf of Geiaberger. > hat month 
and yew was it that you observed Geiaberger taking prisons re from the 
camp to the jail? 

A It was in '44* December, '44, and in *45.

Q The execi&ion of about how many Germans and about how many 
foreigners did you observe? 

A Executions of Germans,I observed three; all the others were 
executions of foreigners.

■<ere you ever a prisoner in Flossenburg Concentration C$mp or any of 
its outcamps? 

A I worked in the by-camp Hersbruck. 

Q ".hen did you first corns to Hersbruck? 

A 12 February, 1945* 

Q How long did you remain a prisoner? 

A Until the evacuation. . 

Q when was that? 

A About April 3th. 

Q what detail did you work on while you were in Hersbruck? 

A In the work detail Nurnberg. 

Q While you were working on that detail did you have occasion 


(Rosenbaum-direct) 
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to knw a man by the name of Bongarts? 

A f«3, 

C If you were to see Bongarts In court at the resent time 
would you be able to recognize him? 

A Yes. 

Q Look orer In the dock and please Indicate to the court 

the man you know to be Bongarts. 

A That's the man (indicating), #5* 

Q Let the redord show, may it please the Court, that the witness 
Ur. Rosenbaum identified the accused wearing #5 as the man Bongarts. 

V/hat position did Bongarts occupy on this detail? 

A Peter Bongarts was the chief capo of the Nurnberg detail. 

Q Horn did he treat the prisoners? 

A Very badly. 

Q Khat did you ever see him do? 

A On the detail Nurnberg he worked on the railroad station 
transferring trains from one track to another and no day passed where 
he didn't beat several prisoners. He was the law of the life and death 
of about 700 prisoners of Nurnberg. 

Q Tell the oourt what, specifically, you have seen Bongarts 
do that you said was bad. 

A As I have said, Peter Bongarts was chief capo. There 
was one capo in charge of evexy column of 100 man) they were under 
the supervision of the chief capo Bongarts. Since food supply in 
the camp was bad every prisoner had to get some food. I am now 
talking about one fact which 1 observed taking placet One prisoner,

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one Russian, hud t^ken some food, som luncheon meet and butter out of 
a railroad oar which had been destroyed by bomba. That nun was caught 
by Bongarts and he then proceeded to beat him until he fell to the ground 
unconseioue. Ae he wee lying on the ground unconscious he kicked him 
in the lungs with his feet and he was no longer able to get up,so that 
he had to be carried to the car in the railroad station. Since this 
man was sleeping in the earn block with ms, in the bed right across from 
mine, he didn't return to the block any mare but was taken to the 
hospital right away. later on we found out that this Russian had died 
because of the wounds sustained. Three of hie ribs had been broken and 
his lung had been injured. Is there a n olish interpreter around? 

(Whereupon the witness continued testifying through a Polish 
interpreter). 

As he kicked him with his feet he injured his kidneys and aoaehad 
his lungs. 

Q Do you know whether or not that man died? 

(Whereupon the witness testified through the Gem an interpreter) 

A In one week we found out that ha wasn't here any more 
and his bed was taken by another prisoner, but he might have died 
earlier than that. 

Q Did you ever see him again? 

A No. 

Q Approximately what date did this take place, please, Nr. 

Rosenbaum? 

A That was two weeks before the Camp Hersbruck was evacuated. 

Q How frequently did Bongarts beat prisoners in this fashion? 

(^hereupon ths witness testified through the Polish interpreter) 

A He had a nartieular way of beating, of hie own. 

(Whereupon the witness testified through ths German inter prater) 

A I would like to demonstrate this.

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Q Now right now, please, sir. I want to know how 
frequently ho did thia. 

A How frequently? 

Q Hew frequently, yoo. 

A I was working In one such company of 100 men and ihen he 
came arund even the S3 guard present said "Let's get to work, Peter 
is coning". Everybody was scared of hia. 

Q V.’as this a dally occurrence, a weekly occurrence,or a 
monthly occurrence that he beat in the fashion that you haws described? 

A Ten times a day. I can tell you he was running around from 
one oolumn to another like a fiend. 

Q What did he use, if anything, to beat the prisoners? 

A If he didn't corns along with a stick in the first place 
he picked up a board then and then beat him with a board. 

Q Did you see Bongarts on the evacuation of Hersbruck? 

A Yes. 

Q What, if anything, did you see Bongarts do on the evacuation 
of Hersbruck? 

A I will hsve to state a little faot before this. 

Q I mmld rather that you Just answer my question, pleass, 

Mr. Rosenbaum, and I will give you an opportunity later to state 
those facts. 

A That was during the break after we had marched five or 
six hours, about five or six days before reaching Dachau. ?,’• took 
s break in a field. Since there hadn't been any food for ten days 

the people, as usual, ate grass and some of them boiled it. In 
the osluran which we were marching with we had a blockeldest who 
permitted us to cook the grass. 

(thereupon the witness continued through the Polish interpreter)

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But In the coloan that Bongart* was with that was not permitted 
and Bongart* kick*4 over the fires and extinguish*4 them in that 
way ao that the prisoner* would not be able to boil their food. 

Q And in that coluan In vhich Bongart* marched .«hat happened 
to the prisoners? 

(thereupon the witness continued through the German interpreter). 

A In the coluan that Bongart* was marching with he beat most 
of the Jews, Poles and Russians In such a manner that they weren't able 
to continue on marching until Dachau and had to reaain back in a town, 

I don't reoeober the name, because they couldn't continue any further. 
Aaong them there were eoms acquaintances of mine from my home tow 
and I haven't seen then until today and there is no trace of them left. 

Q How many prisoners were there in Hersbruek when you first 
came there? 

A I hare no way of knowing that. Two thousand, according to 
what the prisoners were saying. 

Q v.hat type of barracks or buildings did they sleep in? 

A Barracks 12. 

Q How many occupied that barracks? 

A About 400.' 

Q How many men slept in one bed? 

A Two. 

Q What type of food did you receive in a day while you were 
in Hersbruek? 

A I was in ten different camps,ever since 1942, but never 

was there any food as bad aa it was in Camp Hersbruek. ?.e got up 

at 3>15 and we received soup consisting of water, that happened 
twice a week, and the rest of it was blaok ooffee, and we went to 
work at Numberg, and at noon, at 12 o'clock, we received a quarter 
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of a loaf of bread and one slice of luncheon meat or poesibly a piece 
of margarine. Then we rode back to camp. It wae 9# 10, and often 
11 o'clock at ni.^ht by then and we received the same cold noon meal 
agains watery soup, and if we were lucky there were me or two potatoes 
in it. The food was so sour that the men got diarrhea from it and 
v/ere very weak at woxk as a oonsequence of that. 

Q Did you receive that much food every day while you were in 
Hersbruck? 

A No, it often happened when we returned no bread would be 
available or the dinner might be missing so we went to bed with some 
black coffee. 

Q When you ditto't get that food what did the prisoners have 
to e«t? 

himself 

A Everybody got/hie food the best he could. It happened, 
that was about the first or second or third of April, 1945* That 
was a Sunday and there was an air raid on the railroad tracks about 
1200 met<rs away from the camp. A German transport train had been 
hit and a lower part of an arm came into the camp, dropped into the 
c usp. One Russian picked up this hand and ate it, and since I slept 
in the same barracks with the Russian they told me that the ca/qp 
commandant Schwarz had sentenced him to death by hanging.

THE WITNESSi But there weren't any names. I didn't have 
a name, either. 

PRESIDENT! I want him to answer the questions and answer 
the questions in a oorrect manner.

Q Did you ever observe any officials cooing around to the detail 
and observing to determine whether or not acts of sabotage were being 
performed?

Q Old you ever see the guards checking various details to 
determine vhether there ware acts of sabotage?

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Q v art any of your acts of sabotage discovered? 

A I don’t know. 

C How often did thia plundering of railroad care occur? 

A Whenever there wae an opportunity. 

Q And diring that tine the accused Bong art* was the overoapo 
in charge of the nan working on those details? 

A During tfot tine he was reeponeible? 

Q T«s, as orercapo, for the detail%ihat were working there. 

A If he didn't find out about it, it was ours, and if he did 

find out about it we know what would happen. 

Q Isn't it true that Bongartz was responsible for all of the 
conduct of every man on that detail during the time it worked in 
Nurnberg? 

A Whose behavior? 

Q The acts of the prisoners, the behavior of the prisoners 
who worked on the detail? 

A Y(hjr, yes. 

Q Did you ever see Bongartz beaten? Did you ever see Peter 
Bongartz beaten because of acts of pilfering of railroad ears by the 
prisoners? 

A Never. Never. 

Q Now calling your attention to the evacuation of Hersbnick, 
just how many oolumns were there that left Hersbruck on the evacuation? 

A I left with two blocks. Block 11 and one other block. 

Q And just how far was your particular column from the column 
that you claim was in charge of Bongartz on that evacuation? 

A Only once, during the rest, when we wore taking a break, 
Bongartz marched past us with his column and they started to cook the 
grass with this grass in the vicinity and, as I hove said before, he 
didn't permit that but beat people and he kicked the fires out with

Q Yesterday, dootor, you stated that you had aeen transports 
arrive there in Flossenburg. Will you describe what you saw with 
respect to the treatment that these prisoners received that came in 
on these transports? 

A To begin with the transports were taken into Barracks 20, 21 > 
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22 and 23* There t’ ey were asked to undress, all of thee, and oath 
one had to put his personal belongings in front of hia In a email pile. 
Their eyeglasses were taken away and the orthopedic supports in their 
shoes, and also their personal effects. Titan they were asked to go to 
the bath and they had to go there entirely naked without taking any 
regard of the fnct whether it was turner or winter. In the bath they 
got a warn shower and then they were driven out again, still naked, in 
the blocks 20, 21, 29. There they were dressed but not with their on 
clothes but with the clothes of the camp. 

Q ^hat happened to their own clothes? 

A The clothes were later brought to us in the rrdeoners 1 stars 
roo* and were painted there, marks were put upon them. On the right 
side the letter "K", on the left side the letter "L", and also behind, 
on the back of it, a long stripe was made down ths middle of the back 
and the trousers ware painted in the earns way with a long stripe. Th«i 
thay got other shoes, usually wooden shoes, and the leather ehoea were 
kept there. After they were dressed they came into ths barracks and 
remained in the barracks until thay were called out and committed to wortt. 

Q v.hat was the ccndlticn of the barracks in which these people 
lived? 

rHESIDBNTt Sneak right up a little louder, doctor, so 
everybody can hear you. 

THS v TTHBSSi These barracks were the worst barraoks. Every 
day they were brought to the roll call and very often the roll call 
lasted for hours. The clothes they wore were very poor and as a result 
of that thay had a great deal to suffer because of the oold.

Q hat facilities were there for heating these barraoks? 

A hy and large the barracks were iee-cold. There was only 
a little bit of ha at to be had around the little stove# 
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si How big ■ras this stove? 

A Th^ depended, that varied; thore were amaller stoves and larger 
stoves, but the fuel x was Insufficient. 

C. How riany blankets were Issued to the prisoners that occupied 
these cold barracks? 

A One, at the most two. There were also oases where two 
prisoners had one blanket between then. 

Q In this particular barracks you hare just described,how 
■any men occupied one bunk? 

A It hap ened that since ceven or even eight man occupied the 
sate bunk, it so happened in particular cases that the people could not 
sleep lengthwise in the bed and had to sleep crosswise, across the bed, 
and cases occurred where people laid thenatives under the bed, but that 
was not tolerated. 

Q Now you stated that there was a Usseerschmitt works that 
cans under the labor Service chief. '.here was this Mesasrschmitt 
works located? 

A They were outside of the camp, I believe about 2 km. distant.

In tha evening we got a pieoe of margarine Ilka t is 
(Indicating) and if there wasn't any margarine available we got several 
spoonfuls of artificial honey or Jam, and 2J0 grams of bread for the 
whole day. The bread was hard and bad; it was a uldy. The bread 
was scraped off with a steel brush before we gpt it. 

Q Do you know the conditions under vhioh this food was prepared, 
doctor? 

A According to what my two comrades said, who worked in the 
kitchsn, the conditions were rather dirty. 

Q 'That were they? 

A In spite of the fact that they had modem machinery, cooking 
machines, it often hapened that the people polished the cooking kettles 
while the oooking was going on. Thefr polished them with rags and 
staaped around inside the cooking kettles with their shoes. 

Q '.hat sort of diet did the prisoners in the hospital receive? 

A Tou got better food in the hospital, bit only until December, 

1944. 

Q .hat happened at that time? 

A At that time food got rather scarce and they gob the same 

food as the other prisoners.

A The tuberculosis patients were gathered in Barracks #13.

After that, later on, they built a wooden barracks 
next to the special building where corpses were gathered and they built 
a slide there upon which the bodies were slid down to the crematorium, 
in order to facilitate the taking the bodies to the crematorium so that 
they could bum them faster. 

Q Doctor, you stated that in Blocks 22 and 23 those who died 
in the night time were taken into the latrine. **'ere all the persons 
who were taken into the latrine there dead? 

A A colleague of mine, a Dr. Hivessy, spent a night in one of 
the barracks. He had gone there to visit a friend and spent the night 
there because fire alarm had been sounded. "hen fire alarm was sounded 

everybody had to stay inside the barracks. As a result of that he couldn't 

come back but spent the night there. He told me that he saw a lot of 
bodies being brought into the latrine. One or two of them were still 
alive. They crawled out through the bodies and corpses and succeeded 
in getting back into their barracks. The capo at that time was sick 
'and it bothered him to hear people groaning and screaming and he beat 
them to death and had them carried into the latrine. Dr. Hivessy 
was so shaken up by this incident that he could hardly be kept on his 
feet and he said Hell itself would be no comparison to all that happened 
there in that night. 

Q v.hat could be seen on the ground over in the vicinity of Blocks 
22 and 23, doctor? 

A You could see blood spots all over the camp, also on the \

My notes In¬ 
dicate that Dr, Engelhorn first put In an appearance in 
my office on July 5th and first appeared In Court on 
July 9th and that Dr, Packer first came into the group 
of defense counsel on the 26th of June, 

PRESIDENT: What about Major Oeding? 

COLONEL WILSON* Major Oeding had approxi¬ 
mately three weeks preparatory time by himself,without 
any assistance. 

PRESIDENT* Colonel Wilson, the Court simply 
desired that Information in order to have It as a basis 
for a decision.

PROSECUTION: Sir, I don’t know how many took 
place. I care into this trial on the first day of July 
and I know they had one recess over the 4th of July, 
that period that you have spoken of, and then there was 
another period there which we had some pictures to examine 
which I believe took - we recessed from Thursday — 

PRESIDENT: Recessed from a Friday noon. 

PROSECUTION: Recessed from a Friday noon 
until Monday. 

PRESIDENT: Then, Colonel, the court figures 
that that adds up to two and one-half days, that is,two 
and one-half court days that they have had. 

PROSECUTION: As I say, may it please the 
Court, I am not familiar with what transpired in the court 
prior to the first day of July. Now, I don’t know 
whether any recesses were granted prior to that time or 
not but I think in view of the fact that there have been 
49 days in which counsel have had an opportunity to famil¬ 
iarize themselves with the case and what has gone on 
and what they expect to present by way of defense that, 
that was completely adequate and certainly not to pro¬ 
long this recess by 19 additional days. 

Now, the Palmedy case Involved some 73 odd 
accused and there was no such recess as 19 days there; 
the Mauthausen case involved 61 accused and there was 
no such recess as 19 days there. The Dachau case in¬ 
volved 40 accused and there was no such recess as 19 
days there. I feel that a 19 day recess would be unduly 
long in the prolongation of the trial of this case.

With respect to the Dachau case,the 
charges were served on the 3rd day of November 1945 and 
the case want to trial on the 15th day of November 1945, 
PRESIDENT: Then the court understands that in 
that perticular case tho defense did not have access to 
any material pertaining to the case prior to the actual 
date of the charge, 

PROSECUTION: The first information they had 

with respect to the charges was the date that they were 
served and the material that was made available to them 
was the statement that each one of the accused had made 
and also Colonel Chavez's four volume report was turned 
over to them on that day,

Military r overnment. 

Thore is not one scintilla of evidence in this record to show 
that any of the individuals who were alleped to be struck by these 
ccused were not people that, were properly incarcerated within 
the institution of Flossenburp. 

1 sneclfioally call the Court’s attention to the Prosecu¬ 
tion’s openin' stoten.ent in this case, in which he stated that 
Flossenburp was established in KSJC by the German Government as 
an institution where prisoners wero sent a n part of the penal 
system then in existence. In order to eatablish an offense in 
violation of Tniern« + ion«l Lew ir. this case, it becomes inoumbent 
upon the r rosecution to establish by compet nt evlde-ce thet the 
individuals wM were ellepedly b aten were covored under the 
rules whioh require the treatment of perrons within an eroa of 
occupation, end it must establish that those people ere in¬ 
carcerated not according to law, but accordinir to disregard of 
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us«r®« and cuatoma and 1 th®r®for« «ubr\it th*t th® Fro«®cution 

hat filled in 1ta responsibility to show this fourt that the 

iniiTldual® involved with th®s® particular occuaad cow® within 

the »*ulee end reflations of In *eroational Law. 

I now call + he Court** attention to the Charge ant 5peci- 

f* cation wlt> r to lt« elleration o' 1 • eomm'n deal n. It la 

contend*!* ty the ^ros* cut-ion that each of then* fifty- n# men, 

ineludlnr the sixteen which I represent, tecauee of their position 

In rlossenhurp, are a party to n conwn deslpn which had as lta 

ultimate ^osl the torture, beatinp: and killinr of prisoners within 

tha csrcp of Flossenbur*. The matter of common deaipn arises in 

our law fror the peneral field of conspiracies and the moot oommon 

conspiracies are those where men are enparlnr in business to 

violate certain regulations. 

« 

I call the Court’s attention now to paragraph 772 on pap* 

1,01 of Underhill on Criminal rvidenee. This particular pararraph 
refers to the burden of proof necessary to ast.sbllah tha crime of 
conspiracy. The first sentence of that paragraph reads as followsi 

"One who allefas a conspirscy has tha burden to pro ^ 
it by sufficient testimony consisting of substantive facts. 

Here suspicions, speculations, relationships, association and 
oompanionehip do not establish the offense of consolrsoy." 

Calling the Court’s attention to paragraph 773 of Underhill 

on Criminal "'’idenee, wa call tho Court's attention to the fact 

that in order to establish a conspiracy it la not neoessary to 

show any kind of a meeting, nor if the original conspiracy is 

shown. Is it necessary that each and every detail of the alleped 

offense be proven. 

Where doeo this mstter of common dealjra actually fit into 
the picture? In /sr.flo-^raerican law, there arc two factors in every 
crime. Ope is intent and the seoond is the overt *ot. For example. 
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in tha osee of murder we • •y that in oH»r to establieh the of¬ 
feree of murder it it necoseary to show the in ent on the pert 
of >he arrressor to take the lift of another *nd the mere feet that 
so aggressor r.sy shoot e >.«eron at another war does not in and of 
iteelf establish e crime. The second element, to establish en 
Intent, is the necessity of m voluntary participant. 

Under Justice Drandeis' famous rule ol self-defense that 1 
tust beo'tc to thu wall, it has been clearly reoognised that a man 
haa the right to take life In hie own detente. 

So that the common design ae established here by the f r ose- 
oution ie to attempt to attribute to theee eixteen men ( on attempt 
to go along with the acts of whloh they hare been aoouaed of having 
committed. Let un assume for • minute that they have established 
areinst each of these accused an individual brutality. Coes that 
establish o conspiracy? 

In Underhill's Criminal Evidence, on pare IkO-, the last 
sentence -eads as followsi 

"But evidence which merely establishes separate 

causes of action does not establish a conspiracy." 

By that is meant, that if this Prosecutor would establish in the 
case of these sixteen accused an individual crime of every one, he 
still has rot established a conspiracy. 

No*, whet about this matter of voluntary participation? 

The only evidence in this record was in the testimony of Kurt 
Colts in the beginnlnr of this trial that a capo received extra 
compensation and that he received better clothes, better s^oes 
end the like. Put are those foots sufficient to establish a 
voluntary participation? 

It is a matter of -ecori thet ea^h of these sixteen accused 
have v een nrisonerc for o perio". cf tine, some of them

You men hsve all been In th* 8*rric* the same •• 1 hsve end 
from your own *xp*ri*no* you know that the man who ha* b*an in 
thr company longest knows how to get around. Do*a th* laot that 
these /van who may have at ono tim* or oth*r had a b*tt*r pair of 
shoos or a hattar Jacket In lts*lf establish a voluntary partici¬ 
pation in any oomnon design? If that is true, *v*ry Ruck rrivata 
in the United States is guilty for any mistak* that Oanaral 
Elsenhower ever mad*. I do not think that this is a reasonable 
inference from these facts. The faot that they got extra pay was 
simply that they rot extra coupons at the canteen, but th* 
Prosecution's own evidence shows you that there was v*ry little 
to be obtained in that oanteen. So that 1 say that taking these 
facte as true, there has been no establishment of a voluntary 
participation upon the part of these accused. 

Th* situation that these men were in is v#r> simple. They 
were former prisoners am as a prisoner they were subjected to 
every regulation that every witness who took this stand was sub¬ 
jected to. The rroaeoution'e own evidence shows you that thsy 
could not havs refuasd to be in a position of a capo, a block 
aldaat or th* like. 

The Proseoution's testimony of Paul Tormer deals with a 
particular incident of where a oapo 'as severely beaten for his 
failure to oomply with an order. Yet they oome around and tell 
you that thee* men on this evidence have voluntarily participated 
in this common design* 

The evidenoe as it stands in this record simply establishes 
by the administration of thin catp t at msn wars subjected to 
tortures and heatincs. Can it be said that a person can 
voluntarily participate in such a plan? 
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he* ui ♦’fire a common eramnle In the United State* • Let 
ua look a* Slnp S 4 nr D rison, nr l"t u* look at th© disciplinary 
v arr*eVs a*- bo"t . In both o* t'^>oe institution* thsra 

are carton enterprise* carried or, such ♦<* manufacture of shoe* 

Am 4 the like by prisoners. In order to facilitate the work, there 
arc cartel* prisoner* rut in oharr* of other orisoneri, or within 
*ho aJminlstr*tlon of ♦'h* cell V locks themselves there ere certain 
men who are selected to be responsible for t^e neatness and tidi¬ 
ness of :.h» cell Mock# Let us assume for a minute that we have 
definite evideno© that the administration of that penitentiary has 
defr uded the rovernaect out of thousand* of dollars by misap¬ 
propriation of material* Can we aay that the man who was put in 
charre of otVr nrisonera was a party to that oo^-on - lan to de¬ 
fraud the Government through th* misuse of material? It is im¬ 
possible to see such a thine happen under *orlo American law. 
Therefore, it Is submitted that If there has >*een any common 
plan or desire, it does not involve these sixteen men but it 
rests with the admlnistretion the oamp itself and for that 
reason the motion is before this Court to separate these sixteen 
aocused from snv "lan or design *wd leave it to this Court to de¬ 
termine each of these men on 4 he individual actions for which they 
are to he held responsible. 

PPESIDF*7t Prosecution? 

^POSECHTJOWt l!ey it pleeas the Court, from counsel*s 
o^enlnp remark, I father that it is his contention that Prosecution 
hsa failed to nrove the particulars of the ch*rf© end thet based 
noon the fact thet it has not shown that any one of these capos 
killed e nrisonor of war. Counsel draws his o nclucion v asod 
upon the fact that he says it is riot a war crime, on! In support 
of thet he reads to the Court what purports to be a definition of 
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Tk /r'0»ll a prisoner of war. From that very seme Meld kanuel from whioh 

counsel reed to tho Court, if ht had looked further he would here 
found that tbe various oonva-aMone which sro set up, the rules 
of lend wsrfsre, the trw*1»ont of pr isoners in ocourled tones had 
*hle to eeyj 
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"Family hono- end rlrhts, th^ lives of persons, 
privets property, as well es religious oonvlctlons end 
practice must he **«apected." 

Those ere the restrictions, wav It please the fourt, that Inter¬ 
national T,aw haa placed upon the oonduet of a conqueror in an 
ocouoied tone. It It respectfully submitted thnt the Defense 
Counsel's conception of a war crime Is muoh too narrow. 

In order to establish the basis of the ohsrre it is not 
neoesserv to show that Bon^arts, Buttner, Blsbuach, Gelselnan and 
the others that were named by the Defense Counsel, hast or killed 
a prisoner of war. They ere ohnrgsd, may it please the Court, 
with aiding, ahettlnr, and participating in a oontnon design to 
subject tha peraone named in tho particulars to heatings, to killings, 
to tortures, to starvation and other indl.nlties. Are you respecting 
the rights of an individual when you deprive him of his food! Are 
you respecting the life ot an individual when you bsst hi* to 
death* la not necessary that that man must be a prisoner of 
war. Tt. i» sufficient, may It, please the Court, that thst man waa 
member of • ration that was occupied by the German <eloh. 

Counsel haa endesvorsd to draw a comparison between tha 
conduct of the German *#ich in th* countries that it oocupied 
between 19U? and 19.', and the conduct of th*> oooupation authorities 
of the Dnitod States in th*t portion of Germany which is oooupied 
by that, '•overnment. The compnrison is odious, to say the least. 

I am satisfied that under the principles of law under whioh we 
conduct ourselves, if any American authority conducted an 
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institution such as Flosaonlurg, he would be tried end forth¬ 
with heaped • Of court©, those persons in sn occupied son# must 

end 

comply with the ordinances, the rules/the regulations that ere 
set down by the conquering netion, lut the corresponding oblige- 
tion of the conquering nation ©a ita failure in this oaae to 
comply with that obligation, forms a basis unon which these men 
are brought to trial• 

If the rights of on© prisoner of war were violated in 
Flossenburg, or if the rights of one national whose country had 
Veen occupied by the German Keich were violated. It would te 
sufficient to prove the case against each man sitting in that dookf 
provided it is further shown, may it please the C »urt, that these 
nan aided, abetted, or participated in the mistreatment that thwt 
one prisoner of war or that one national received* 

The question raised by counsel has been decided upon in the 
Deohau oese, where the question was raised in the beginning aa to 
the sufficiency of the particulars and charge to allege the violation 
of the laws of war* Th *t decision, may It please the Court, was 
adverse to the contention made by the Defense Counsel et this time* 
How, with respect to the second ground of the motion, namely, 
that there was no participation in a common rlan or design* It 
is submitted, may it please the Court, if no common intent hat 
been proved in this case, then every man in that dock should walk 
out of this courtroom free. 

It is fundamental, may it plesae the Court, that in every 
crime there are two elements, — the act and the intent* The 
particulars set forth both of these elements* The intent, may 
it please the Court, is alleged in this fashioni~ ".••in that 
the accused, acting in pursuance of a common design to aubjeot the 
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pertont h*r*ln*I *er da*crl>«d ;o killinr*, tortur#* 
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etervetions *ru3 •bun*.” That, may it please the vourt, de¬ 
scribes the in 4 ent tbs* the rosecufcion conterds w-s in the 
mind* of these men at the time they committed the ects that we 
suVisit heirs been established before this Court. 

Common desirn, may It please the Court, Is not exactly 
novel. It is nothlnr more than a common indent, e common 
purpose. There is no psrtio lar marie connected with the tern 
et ell* Thd con'non indent that was in the minds of these 
aooused was to subject these persons to killings, to beatings and 
to torture. This i» not a conspiracy and the rules of oriminal 
lew which are applicable to a oonsplraey are not applicable to this 
oasa. Akin to, yes, nut it is not a conspiracy. In other words, 
may It "lease the Court, we do not assume the burden of showing 
that these men rot together at any one time in order to formulate 
this particular plan or design, aitoh s condition would be ridiou- 
lous on its faee, for it is apparent that there ere many men in 
that dook who did not know eaoh other and who <7ere not at Floasen- 
burr at the same time. But we do any that there has bean presented 

to this Court evidence to show that there was in existence at 

* 

Plossenburr a common intent to sub.jeot the prisoners to beatings, 
to killings, to tortures, to starvation, and to other indignities. 

This Court is familiar with the evidence in this case end 1 

trill not take the time of the Court at this time to review the 

evidence that would sustain‘the exlatere# of this common intent 

that prevailed at KLosaenburg. 1 will merely call the Court'a 

t 

attention *o one or two fnota. In the first place, the raapnltude 
of the operation was suoh as to preclude the contention that it 
war the plan of one person to subject theae persons to the «»“” 
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Tf* ^ 7 0»v. *>-0/20-1! indignities *nd *ortur«s *^h*t they suffered ther* • The trans¬ 
port* -- the death transports -- way it pl***e th* Court, wsre 
he product of the Ar v elts*mt office, th* pro!uc of the medio*! 
departrent and the prouct of the Carno Comrandant. No one man, 
no on© department was c^ifcpetent in itself to send out those death 
tr*^soorts. It took the close cooperation and coordination of all 
of those departments mentioned. 

So that it is the contention of the *roaeovtion that there 
^ has v een submitted to this Court evidence from which this Court 

0 ^ may find that there wat in exUtenof* at Klossonburg a oomron in¬ 

tent to subject the prisoners to heatings, to killing* end to 
tortures• 

That eing true, the next question concerns itself as to 
the nnrticlpetion by those sixteen men who were capos that were 
nrmed by the Pefense Counsel. Counsel ha* sail that wo are all 
familiar with Ur. Justice Brsndeis 1 conception self-defense• 

^ It is submitted thr-t the concept of self-defense existed long 

before Ur. Justice Praudeis wss even born and counsel has stated 
^ that s man may take the life of another in his own defense* That 

is quite true, may it please the Court, but the only trouble ia 
that it has no application in this case. The law is that a man 
must be in present, in immediate and impending peril before he 
c r »n take the life of anoth r to save his own, and that peril must 
be of death itself or grievous bodily harm. The principle that is 
applicable to this case, may it please the Court, is utterly dif¬ 
ferent. In other words, counsel has stated that e capo was 
punished severely if h* refuse i to carry out the orders of his 
superiors. In other words, capo would be subjected to punish¬ 
ment if he did not himself boat another prisoner, or we will cay 
in an extreme case, to kill another oHsoner. In other words, 
may it please the Court, that c po did not kill the man who

wry plain, mey !*• please the Court, that one m*r. io**a not have

way It please the Court, tf 1 fought Vr. T'e r «y and thr-atened him 
with death or rrievets bodily harm and that threat ia presant, 
immediate and impending, he would ha-a the rlrht to take my life 
to aave hia own. Fut it not the law, may it pletee the Court, 
that if I threatened i*r. McKay and aay, "1 will kill you" — and 
that threat ia immediate, grievous or impending — "if you do not 
' kill Hr. flacker" and I’r. flecker ia in no way attackinr Mr. McKay, 
Mr, McKay would have no right to set up ae a defense e plea of 
self-defense that he killed Hr. Packer in order to prevent my 
killing him. That ia the situation we have presented by the 
faeta in this case. 

The fear of punishment that the capo entertained wes fear 
of punishment from the 33 and from the oarap administration — not 
from the unfortunate victims. 

Let me aay this, may it please the Court, all capos were 
not killers. All eapoa were not waters. There were many oapos 
that were more vicious on-' more terrible than the 33 themselves 
and that viciousness was established by the tranner in which they 
performed their duties — and I aay duties beoause tne oapoa 
usually were the wearers oi the preen triangle and they were pieced 
in oharpe of prisoners, in charge of political prisoners — an. 
to have intallipenaia uled by criminals — 

Wff. McKAYt Just a minute. I object to the use of 
the word "criminal" by the Froseoution in his argument.

Epstein, on the lbth of July, testifiedi "I was room orderly 
in Buttner's blook* 1 saw twelve oases of beatings whloh resulted 
in death." Can it be said that Buttner did not enter into his 
duties voluntarily! 

Lesak, on the 2nd of July, testified that Puttner enrsped in 
constant repeated bentlnp.s with a rubber hose. 

Kufner, on the 16 h of July, testifiedt "Buttner best 
prisoners at deloutinp• uttner bast five orisoners who were taken 
to the hospital." 

That is just one example, may it please the Court, the same 
to be found for all sixteen. It is absolutely ridiculous to oon- 
tend that these men did not po about tir ir appointed task in a 
"Oluntary mwnner. 

Counsel has further soueht to mrke or draw an analory between 
Flossenburr end Leavenworth. That comparison is also, to say the 
leset, odious. It is difficult to detarr.ine whether the analopy 
is more far-fetched then it is odious. In order to illustrate his 
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rein* 1o «' ow the oxlshanc** of the prisoners* ;jarMeir>atJon in 
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a co-iron t*iln s l b*ave ,, V 3 rth, ’.a to V ’he sxnrrl* oi' the 
ofMelels of Leavenworth r.lsaptropriatirr Or rnment fund* end

pri inner*, it is submitted in the first rlaoe that the prisoners 
w o exercised supervisory powers cover acted like tatosjend to 
further illustrate how o-mpletely inappronrinte the comparison Is, 

I would like to state thiai — that to my mind, it would have 
Veen infinitely more proper if counsel had assumed that Flossen- 
hurm and Leavenworth had for their purposes the beating, the killing 
«nd the torturinp of the inmates, and then with that name purpose, 
may it nlease the Court, ask the question whether or not these 
prisoners wno exercised supervisory rowers, who did beat and who 
did kill and who did torture the prisoners, were acting in pur¬ 
suance with and participating or aiding or slatting in that common 
design. The analogy ia so strained os to serve absolutely no 
useful purpose. 

The only two questions that this Court has to ask itself to 
determine the guilt or Innocence of these accused are these* 
first of all, was there in existence in Flossenburg a common 
plan, scheme or design to subjeot these prisoners to heatings, 
to killings, to tortures, to starvation ani to other indignities? 
Secon ly, did »ny of these prisoners by their conduct, aid, a’ et 
or narticipste in subjecting these prisoners to beatings, to 
killings, tn tortures, to starvation and to other indignities? 

It is submitted that the Prosecution has proven beyond all 
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reasonable doubt, first, the existence of this ooawon schene 
or dorlrn, sni socond, ths participation of thaso sixteen md 
who hava formed tho aubjoot of this notion by tha Oofonto 
'ounsel.

A Tee. This court, which was responsible for 33 and police 
matters, was set up in Kassel.

Or, Oiesecke, I call your attention to i'roeeautlon’s Exhibit 
5, which 1* a plan of the camp of Flossenburg. Will you indicate to 
the Court tl»# part of the camp in which the prisoners lived and wore 
kept. 

A (Indicating) rora Block 1 to Block 12, with the exception 
that in Block 1 you had your handfr men of the camp and in Block 12 
you had your kitchen personnel. All the otl>*r working prisoners were 
kept in the blocks fro:n 1 to 11, and in 'fl.ocks 20 to 22, inclusively, 
exoept for the times that those blocks were quarantine blocks. 

In Block 19 there were also working prisoners, but all of than 
Juvenile prisonors, the age of 12 to 18—800 to 900 of them. Those 
prisoners were also used for work. Just like tlj* others. 

Q Will you point out on roeecution's xhibit 5 the'area where 
rollcalls were held in the camp? 

A This used to be the rollcall area (indicating). The last 
period rollcall* were aoetly held in the ares between the prisoners’ 
laundry and prisoners’ kitchen because other prisoners cane back from 
work and they had to go into tl>« camp this w*y (indicating) back to 
their blocks.

I mean the 
prisoner! who had been put in uniform as camp police.

ths destruction of piimary records due to the war, and the 
difficulties involved in t-ie division of 'Germany into the 
four aones of occupation. In admitting evidence which 
may be objectionable, if the "best evidenoe rule" were 
applicable to War Crimea Trials the court need only satisfy 
Itself tn&t the original records or the author of a state¬ 
ment cannot be produced, after reasonably diligent effort 
to do so, that the evidence offered is of probative value, 
and that the accused will not unreasonably be prejudiced by 
admission of such evidence. The controlling factor should 
' always be whether evidence admitted is helpful in arriving 
at a true finding."
